IN TEXTILE OPERATIVE TROUBLE 


Fall River', £!ass., Nov. 17.—The Teat, 


tile council held a session last night upon 
the receipt by Secretary Whitehead of a 
letter from the manufacturers as a re- 
ply to the ultimatum from tha council, 
asking for an increase to begin on Mon- 
day, Nov. 13, and stating that should the 
Increase not ho granted at that time and 
a favorable reply received by Nov. 23 a 
strike of the operatives would be recom- 
mended. 


President Tansey called the IB mem- 


bers of the council to order last even- 
Ing, and placed the" letter of Secretary 
Bounseville before them for their con- 
sideration. 
The letter follows: 


"Your communication of the 13th 


Inst waa duly received, and referred to 
th« manufacturers' committee. 
I am 


Instructed to inform you that some of 
the points in your letter are not clear, 
and need explanation. 


"In order that there may be no mis- 


understanding la regard to your position 
we would suggest that you appoint a 
committee of five members from the 
Textile council, to meet a committee of 
manufacturers at such time and place 
as you may decide on. The manufac- 
turers' rooms may be uiefl as a place of 
conference should you tjo desire." 


The discussion over the letter was quite 


lengthy, and as a result it was decided 
to notify the Manufacturers' association 
that five members of the governing body 
of the operative! would meet them, tak- 
ing advantage of the offer of tbe mill 
men and meeting them In the rooms 
of the association. Although the name* 
of the five men who wlU represent the 
operative! at this conference were not 
given out, it to very^likely that the sec- 
retaries of the five labor organisation* 
affiliated with the .textile body will be 
chosen, as follows: James Whitehead, 
secretary of the Weavers' union; 
Thomas O'Donnell, secretary of the 
Spinners' union; Jams* Tansey, secre- 
tory of the Carders' union; John Mc- 
Carthy, secretary of the Loomnxera' 
union, and Joseph O. Jackson, secretary 
of the Blather Tenders' association.

to Secretary Rcunsevllle of tbe Cotton 
Manufacturers' association by Secretary

wage question, it was unanimously 
voted to demand of the Manufacturers' 
association an increase of 10 percent on 
the recent rate of wages paid all opera- 
tives, said increase to take effect on and 
after Monday, Dec. 11, 1899; and we re- 
quest a" reply to our demand not later 
than Thursday Nov. 23; and in event of 
the demand being-refused it was decided 
to recommend to all operatives to cease 
work on, Saturday, Dec. 9, until said de- 
mand for an increase of 10 percent In 
wages is granted. 
•"It was further voted that this Textile 


council, recognizing the justice and 
reasonableness of their demands, are 
willing to submit this question to an Im- 
partial board of arbitration, said board 
to consist of five members, composed of 
resident citizens, two to be selected by

WERE CAUGHT IN A BOER TRAP 


Armored Train of the British Meets With Dis- 


aster. Loss of More Than a Hundred Men 


Near Estcourt Shows That Boers Are 


Rapidly Pushing to Southward 


I<ondon, Nov. 1?.—The worst British 


disaster since that at Nicholson's Nek 
It reported from Estcourt 


A British armored train reconnoitering 


to the north was derailed and shelled by 
the Boers and most ot the force on board 
were either killed or captured. 


Special dispatches from Estcourt esti- 


mate the killed, wounded and missing of 
the armored train contingent at from 100 
to 150. The missing include Lieutenant 
Winston Churchill and Captain Hal- 
dan e The only hope is that some es- 
caped over the veldt and will return to 
Estcourt in a few days. 


Through the most heroic efforts on the 


part of the men, with Lieutenant 
Churchill at their head, they got the en- 
gin* and tender back on the track again 
and the few who were able to get back 
on board ran the engine back to Est- 
court.

Misfortune steadfastly pursues British 


employment of armored trams, the fas- 
cination for which has given the Boerf 
their first and latest victories. On this 
last occasion the British seem to have 
walked into a deliberate trap. 


Of the killed, wounded or missing the 


Fusiliers claim 50 and the Durban in- 
fantry 40 It is believed that few es- 
caped and that the others are prisoners 
in the hands of the Boers Many of the 
wounded were brought toacWon the loco- 
motive and tender of the ermored train 


Captain Haldane of the Gordon High- 


landers was attached to the fusiliers, 
and other officers were with them The 
list of casualties is awaited with great 
anxiety In time of trouble Lieutenant 
Winston Churchill has provta himself 
more a soldier than a correspondent, and 
his gallantry is highlj praised on all 
sides. The fate of Lieutenant Churchill 
is unknown. 


The Natal Mercury, describing the en- 


gagement, says: ' The enemy apparent- 
ly opened hre with a Maxim and two 
nine-pounders, getting the range ac- 
curately 
The flre was so severe that 


telegraph wires and poles were de- 
stroyed 
Their guns were posted on 


a kopje covered with brushwood, and 
their sharpshooters were hidden behind 
boulders 
The Dubllns and volunteers, 


fighting an unequal battle, thrice drove 
the enemy back, but the fierceness of 
the rifle and big gun flre was too much 
for the brave little party, which waa 
•weakened at the outset by the over- 
turning of the trucks, hurting several 


"Lieutenant Churchill'< bravery and 


coolness were magnificent 
Encouraged 


by him, all worked like heroes in clearing 
the Hne to enable the engine to pass." 


Later details show that a heavy rain 


and mist compelled a cessation of firing. 
Lieutenant Churchill bravely carried the 
wounded to the tender, under fire. 
While the Boers w'ere destroying the train 
their scouts pushed in and exchanged 
shoW with the British pickets, a few 
miles from Estcourt;. 
It appears that 


the Boers- were in. ambush. As soon as 
the train had passed up, they emerged 
from cover, and dislodged the eleeper 
holts. 


The latest dispatches from Estcourt 


Bay that the train was capsized by an 
explosion, presumably of dynamite. The 
engine returned' te Estcourt with two 
dead fusiliers and the following wound- 
ed hanging on: Captain Wylie, three 
non-cpmmissioned officers, and nine pri- 
vates, all belonging to the Durban vol- 
unteers' 


Another Estcourt correspondent says; 


A Boer contingent of 30 men came south 
of Frere on Wednesday, and two com- 
panies of mounted troops, imperial 
light horse and Natal carbineers, en. 
gaged them eight milea from Estcourt 
The Boers occupied a strong position 
on a kopje. 
The carbineers worked 


around on their right and drove the 
enemy back, whereupon the imperial 
light horse bpened a brisk fire at a 
medium range, killing several 
One 


man of the imperial light horse was 
wounded. 


The most serious feature of the affair, 


apart from the loss of men, is that it 
•hows that the oers are rapidly pushing 
their positions south, and apparently 
closing In on Eetcourt. 


Only a few days ago some doubt was 


expressed as to whether even CoJenao 
was occupied by the Boera, but yes- 
terday's event shows that they have 
actually mounted heavy artillery many 
miles south of Colenso, and almost within 
range of Eetcourt. 
Their movements 


Would show that they have no fear of 
General White escaping them, and that 
they are preparing to resist General 
Bullet's advance to relieve Ladvsmith. 


The rumor of tbe death ot General 


loubert it discredited. It is understood 
that the war offlde has news that he IB 
•till directing affairs. It I* alsorumored 
from PietermarlUbnrg that the Boer 
losses at Ladysmlth on Thursday were 
heavy end Included General Lucas 
Meyer, who was either killed or wounded. 


The report as to General Joubert prob- 


ably arose from the fact that his wife 
bag left the Boer camp at Ladysmlth for 
tbe Free State 


According to the Pletermatltfburg cor-

I One ward—3—did not turn in its re- 


turns until late last night, and in- 
terest in them, died out on the supposi- 
tion that the correctness of the figures 
would be protested for various reasons. 


In view of'the prospective recount no 


attention in revising figures was paid 
to ward 2 by either Bid*, The ward went 
for Collins, 


The latest figures obtainable do not 


materially change the result as previ- 
ously announced.- As amended, the 
status of the count is now «• follows: 
Patrick A. Collins, 4161; John R. Murphy, 
7J; unpledged, 57. 


Of the unpledged delegates 21 ara 


claimed to be favoriile to Collins and 36 
for Murphy, which, if true, would give, 
Collins 182 delegates and Murphy 109. 
As 148 are necessary for a choice in the 
mayoralty convention Collins appears 
to have, on the face of present returns, 
86 votes more than ia necessary to secure 
the nomination. 


The calling of the convention for next 


Monday evening, with a recount to ie- 
determlned, has brought up the ques- 
tion whether the convention would be 
legal. Chairman Pearson of the election 
commissioners has ruled that the con- 
vention could not be legally established 
until it was determined who was entitled 
to seats in it.

AN AWFUL EXPERIENCE 


As Belated by One of the Pas- 


sengers on the Patria 


(Southampton, Nov. 17.—The rescued 


passengers of the Patria spent the night 
at Southampto/n, 
They were cared for 


at the Hamburg-American company's 
"expense, while awaiting the arrival of 
the Kaiser Fnedrteh. Four of the pas- 
sengers were left at Dover, and one of 
these, Mr. Dup>lace, died .last night 
as a result of his terrible experience in 
the English channel 


It now seems probable that the Patria 


will, at least, be 'partly saved. What 
caused the flre is still a mystery, but it is 
asserted that the fact that the steamer 
was on flre was withheld from the pas- 
sengers for some time, Captain Frohlich 
apparently wishing to take his ship to 
Hamburg without causing alarm if pos- 
sible. 
^ 


Mr. Duplace Was been tor 20 years 


German consul at San Juan, P. R. With 
him were his wife and Mrs. Ivers of New 
York city, a fellow cabin passenger, who, 
being a trained nurse, and seeing the 
distress of -Mr. and Mr. Duplace, had 
volunteered to stay and nurse the con- 
sul, declining the opportunity to continue 
her journey to Germany. 


The fourth survivor left at Dover is 


Captain Fmhlich's steward, who went 
to the help of Mr. Duplace when the 
passengers were ordered on deck 
Mr. 


Duplace was suffering from anemia, and 
the shook of the exposure aggravated 
the complaint to such an extent that 
death ensued. 


Mrs Duplace gives the following de- 


scription of their escape: "It was about 
10 30 Wednesday morning, the weather 
being calm and fine, and several of us 
being seated in the deck saloon, when 
suddenly Captain Frohlich appeared and 
shouted: 
'All passengers on deck.' 


Everybody started forward with a rush- 
'We are afire,' said tho captain, 'but 
there is no danger. Don't get excited.' 


"Just then smoke began pouring out 


through the deck near the smokestacks. 
My sick husband was in his cabin and 
undressed. 
I hurried to him, and be- 


gan to dress him. when in came the 
steward, shouting 'Get•out of this, quick.' 
He took my husband by the feet, and I 
supported his head. We> started to carry 
him to the deck., but the smoke choked 
us, and the water from the fire hose 
swished around our knees. 
I feared 


that all was lost but, going backward 
through another passage, we managed to 
reach the deck in safety. 


"There all the passengers were crowd- 
•d together. 
Thick clouds of smoke 


were blowing over the whole ship, and 
distress slgnate were flying. One pas- 
senger, who had hastily come from the 
bath room, appeared with scarcely 
•ny clothing on. Others found them- 
selves equally unprepared. 
The cap-

., told Us he wouldTftwer-rne uoaia as 


a precaution. 
So we lined up 
" 'Women and children first,' shouted 


the captain, who was standing near me. 
I replied that I supposed I would have to 
wait for the men's turn, as I could not 
leave my help-less husband. 
Captain 


Frohlich answered me by lifting my 
helpless husband, placing him In the bot- 
tom of one at the boats, ordering me to 
follow, and telling the steward to go 
With us. Our boat was the first lowered 


"We were all terribly frightened, but, 


though a few cried, there was no dis- 
order. 
The officers and crew did all 


they could and encouraged us to be 
brave and cool. 
While one boat Was 


being lowered, the bottom began to give 
way. 
The women screamed and for a 


moment it seemed as if the bottom would 
drop out, but the boat was quickly 
hauled back. 
Another boat had no 


crew, the passengers doing the rowing. 


"Meanwhile some fishing smacks had 


come up, and several passengers boarded 
these, but Captain Frohlich bellowed 
thfdugh the smoke that no one must 
leave the Patria's boats, so they left the 
smacks. 
From this order we inferred 


that the sailors, who were working 
ceaslessly, hoped to put out the fire 
For morfe than an hour we lay alongside 
the liner, now hot and smoke-covered, 
cinders and debris falling over our boats 
Through the fire we occasionally caught 
sight of Captain Frohlich on the bridge 
He divided his attention between giv- 
ing orders to the crew and joking with 
us. 
Once he said, laughingly. 
'The 


fire is in my cabin, Now I can't get my 
pipe, and you all know I can't do any- 
thing wuthiout my pipe.' 


'Then the Ceres came up, and her 


captain sang out 'Your ship's afire 
Shall I take your passengers ?' Fright- 
ened as we were, we laughed. 
Captain 


Frohlich made the Ceres promise to take 
u» to Dover, and then our boats pulled 
over to her, and we were taken aboard 
The last we saw of the Patria she was a 
mass of smoke, and going slowly to- 
ward Hamburg. Many of us had to pay 
for what little we could get to eat on 
board the Ceres. 
At Dover everybody 


was very kind. 


"If the captain had put us a.shore as 


soon as the fire was discovered we would 
not have lost our belongings, nor been 
exposed to such danger. 
I have made 


16 trips across the Atlantic, and have 
seen a good many storms, but I never ex- 
perienced anything so awful as being 
on board a ship which waa on fire. I 
do not know what Mr. Dupiace and I 
would do or could do, had not Mrs. Ivers 
offered to stay and to try and save my 
husband's life. 
We did not know her on 


board the Patria, but her deed is quite 
in keeping with the generous actions 
done by the American women whom we 
had so frequently met at San Juan since 
Porto Rico came under American con- 
trol." 


While waiting for the Kaiser Fried- 


•rlch, which arrived last evening, the 
passengers were cared for on board the 
Isle of Wight steamer Carisbrooke, pro- 
vided for their accommodation by the 
Hamburg-American company. They

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i: Our Paris Fashion Letter. I

ARIS, Oct. 28.—As autumn advances 
one hears more and more of the 
preparations for the great exposi- 


tion. The Parisians are exercised in re- 
gard to the question as to whether 
Americans intend to boycott it. This 
means more to them than appears on 
the surface. The money made directly 
in connection with this affair will be 
but a small percentage of what for- 
eigners will leave behind them. Every 
shopkeeper in Paris expects to profit 
through the strangers. Worth, Route, 
Bedfern. Laferiere, Doucet, Paquin and 
all the lesser couturieres are making ar- 
rangements to add to their corps of as- 
sistants at short notice. 


There is little doubt that few women 


who come here in 1900 will be satisfied 
to return home without getting a 
glimpse of the inside of these famous 
•hops, and, once within, it is not likely 
that any moderately well off woman 
will wish to leave until she owns at 
least one garment from the hands of a 
famous dressmaker. It is a mistaken 
idea that these costumes are exorbi- 
tantly high; like all other things, there 
are costly varieties which are made of 
costly materials. Still for J100 a really 
stunning frock can be bought in the fa- 
mous ateliers of Paris. I have known 
of gowns that sold for half that price 
to be exported to the United States by 
mantua makers from the other side of 
the Atlantic, who sold them there as 
"Paris pattern dresses" for $200 to J300 
each. Of course, the cost of the gown 
In Paris plus the expense of transporta- 
tion and duty is the real cost to the 
American importer, but that duty add- 
ed to the original sum still allows an 
enormous profit. Bought in Paris and 
brought home as a part of the ward- 
robe, the American woman has no ad- 
ditional expense on their account 
Many a dressmaker in the States gets 
her models year after year by pretend- 
ing to supply herself with a Parisian 
wardrobe. Next year, when the at- 
traction to Paris will be so great and 
fares reduced, there will be thousands 
more who will resort to the same trick. 
These, with the genuine private buyers, 
will swell the profits of the various 
dressmaking establishments enormous- 
ly.One change in the fashions that the 
earliest comer in 1900 may expect to see 
is a new cut of the skirt Paquin was 
the first to introduce the plaited skirt 
which will follow the plain backed, 
tight fitting ones. For some time there 
have been striped plaid and plain con- 
trasting pieces inset in the backs of 
skirts. In the case of some smart tea 
gowns plaited pieces of chiffon have 
been so set in. It is such an idea that 
Paquin is exploiting. Instead of con- 
trasting material, however, he plaits 
the same fabric as the rest of the dress 
is made of. The folds are laid so as to 
show little on the surface, on which 
there is only a slight indentation. 
Some skirts are made with deep box 
plaits and others with partly tucked 
backs with deep plaits in the center. 
A piece of the cloth is usually shaped 
over the hips and stitched across the 
back to hold the plaits down. Narrow 
tucks are sometimes brought across the 
upper part of tbs back, giving a full- 
ness across the hips and around the 
bottom of the ekirt Modifications of 


this form are expected to remain the 
fashion for some time. This will mean 
that many yards of material will be re- 
quired for a skirt which will, neverthe- 
less, have the appearance of being com- 
paratively tight fitting.

For the table the 
damask; • should be fine in texture and 
of a* creamy tint, with an Insertion of 
renaissance lace. 
The heavy "old 


bleach" with knotted fringe may be se- 
lected if -preferred. 
In either case a 


perfectly plain pattern is in the best 
taste. 


The table may be decorated by home 
talent A conventional design, consist- 
Ing of deep scallops outlined with heavy 
yellow satin ribbon knotted at each cor- 
ner, •with clusters of small yellow 
chrysanthemums, makes a pretty ar- 
rangement The central figure may be 
a mound of dwarf yellow chysan- 
themums interspersed with moss and 
maidenhair fern. A cluster of chrys- 
anthemums is placed in a yellow vase 
t>r bowl in the'center of the bank of 
Chrysanthemums and ferns. 


The favors may be sachets of yellow 


featin, shaped and painted to represent 
bananas.' They should be laid beside 
the plates of the guests with cards In- 
dicating places at the table. 


In addition to the sachets there may 


be bonbon souvenirs, also made at 
home, if the ladles of the family have 
the tast* and leisure. The bonbon box 
If shaped to represent a flowerpot and 
Is made of cardboard covered with yel- 
low satin. The upper part is made of 
brocade satin which Is fathered In 
above by a narrow ribbon. It should be 
lined with silk and filled with some 
rellow confectionery.

A much handsomer arrangement of 


Ihe table, and one which Isjjnore In ac- 
tord with the usages of fashionable so- 
ciety, is to use a fine linen tablecloth 
«nset with lace. This is spread upon a 
•ever of yellow Mtln placed over the 


flannel foundation cloth. 
The golden 
tinge of the satin is seen through the 
linen and is boldly outlined by the lace. 
A iiaiidsGine group of chrysanthemums 
in two shades of yellow is placed in a 
cut glass bowl in the center of the ta- 
ble. 
A perfect flower is beside each 


plate as a favor with a little box of 
candy, the box of yellow satin. Under the 
bowl of flowers in the center of the ta- 
ble it is customary to put a centerpiece 
of embroidery and under each plate a 
handsome embroidered doily to protect 
the satin and also to further beautify 
the table. It is proper for the embroid 
ery on the centerpiece and on the in- 
dividual pieces to match, or at least 
harmonize. The lunch is served at a 
large table, or at small tables scatter- 
ed about the room if it is a very large 
affair. 


In serving a large luncheon at least 


two attendants are necessary. One of 
these is stationed at the sideboard to 
serve, and the other hands the plates 
about to the guests. Sometimes, when 
the distance to the butler's pantry is 
slight and the dining room is small, 
the viands are served there. 


For a yellow luncheon the menu 


should be'such as will fit Into the color 
schemes. The following is a very good 
one:

In putting on the tablecloth first lay 


the under cloth of flannel without 
crease or wrinkle, then over it spread 
the fine linen ona. It Is after this that 
the flowers are placed on the table. 
The central bank of moss and ferns can 
be kept fresh longer by laying the roots 
on a pan of Ice over which is spread a 
wire support that will not permit the 
flowers to collapse when the ice melts. 
If candelabra are used, place in them 
yellow wax candles covered with yel- 
low shades. Put one pair of the can- 
delabra at the head of the table and 
the other at the opposite end. If four 
are to adorn the table, arrange them 
in a square at a little distance from th's 
flowers. 


If wine is served, •sherry is the proper 


one. After sherry fruit should be serv- 
ed—oranges for a yellow luncheon. 
These are cut up and made to look as 
tempting as possible. After the fruit 
the soup, or, perhaps, stewed mussels. 
The filet de sole a la marguery is much 
liked by French gourmets. It consists 
of filet of sole covered with cream sauce 
in which stewed mussels are scattered. 
The other dishes the.waiter carries 
around, each guest helping herself. 
When all have been helped, the dish Is 
carried back to the sideboard and an- 
other is placed upon the tray and the 
rounds of the table made, the waiter al- 
ways paflslftff about* the table to the 
left, stopping to the left of the guests, 
who will use their right hands in help- 
tag themselves. The plates should al- 


ways be of the proper degree of warm- 
ness, and the water in the carafes cool 
and fresh. Quiet, faultless service, a 
well appointed table and inexpensive 
menus are what serve to give distinc- 
tion to luncheons. 


The following will show how some of 


the dishes on the bill of fare are 
cooked: 


Stewed Mussels.—Wash the mussels 


and clean them. The quantity should1 
be sufficient to fill a quart measure. 
Put the mollusks with the liquor into 
a pot and stew for five minutes. At 
the end of that time combine two table- 
spoonfuls of butter and one of flour 
and add them to the mussels, which 
continue to stew ten minutes longer. 
Then add half a cupful of cream and 
the beaten yolks of two eggs. Stir until 
the eggs begin to thicken; then remove 
irom the fire and thicken to taste. 


Boudin a la Reine.—Put one table- 


spoonful of butter in a frying pan. 
When the butter Is melted, add two 
tablespoonfuls of dried bread crumbs 
and half a cup of stock. 
Stir until it 


boils. Remove the mixture from the 
fire and add one pint of cold cooked 
chicken, chopped fine; one tablespoon- 
ful of chopped parsley, a dash of nut- 


SLEEP FOR BABIES. 


It Is always a good sign when an in- 


fant sleeps a great deal, and it often 
happens that puny, delicate babies who 
sleep much become strong, healthy 
children. Again, it sometjmes happens 
that babies who are large and strong at 
birth become wpak and sickly when 
they sleep but little. During the first 
few months of life the greater part of 


which, though very useful In the hands 
of a medical man, should not be reck- 
lessly administered by the mother or 
nurse. 


Never cover a child's face with a 


handkerchief or close the curtains of Us 
cot while sleeping. If this is done, the 
little one will not be able to breathe 
freely and his sleep will ".ot be refresh- 
ing. He must have the full benefit of

LACE CLEANING. 


An old fashioned way of washing lace 


is to cover an ordinary wine bottle 
with fine flannel and stitch firmly round 
the bottle. Tack first the outer edges 
of the lace to the flannel, rolling it 
smoothly round the bottle, and then 
tack the inner edge smoothly down. 
Cover the lace over with a piece of very 
fine flannel or muslin and rub the whole 
gently with clean soapsuds made of 
soap Jelly. If the lace is very much dis- 
colored, fill the bottle with hot water 
and set it upright in a saucepan of 
suds, letting it boil for a few minutes. 
Then place the bottle under a lunning 
tap to rinse the lace thoroughly. 


Make some ctarch about as thick as 


arrowroot for an Invalid; melt in it a 
small quantity of best white wax and 
a little loaf sugar. Plunge the bottle 
two or three times mco this starch, 
pressing Vut the superfluous starch 
with the hand; then dip the bottle into 
cold water; remove the outer covering 
from the lace, fill the bottle with very 
j hot water, and set in the sun to dry the

a baby's time should be spent In sleep. 
He ought to wake up to be fed and for 
the necessary operations of the toilet, 
and then be quite ready to sleep again. 


If a baby does not sleep enough, 


mothers are sometimes tempted to give 
them "drops" and "sirups" to induce 
sleep. This should never be done, for 
sedatives are the frequent cause of dis- 
ease and death among infants. If they 
are administered at all, it should be 
only by the doctor's orders. In a large 
number of cases a chance of clothing 
and a warm bath is all that is needed 
to produce healthy sleep.1 If this Is not 
effectual, probably the child's diet may 
not be right and may need attention. 
In any case, avoid doling the baby 
with caster oil an* other .purgatives, 


sary to cover him so as to prevent flies 
from disturbing his slumbers, throw a 
net veil over his face. He can breathe 
readily through net, but not through 
cambric or any similar material.

Butter some slices of freshly made 
toast and cut them into strips just a 
little larger than the sardines; spread 
the strips with tomato catchup which 
has been heated in a saucepan and 
place a sardine on each; scatter some 
hard boiled yolk of egg which has been 
rubbed through a sieve (or a block tin 
gravy strainer will answer this purpose) 
over the sardines and dish them up on 
a hot dish covered with a paper doily.

Judge Justin Dewey of the superior 


court was stricken with, apoplexywhile 
sitting in the Plttsfleld court this 
morning, and is now at the House of 
Mercy in Pittsfield. His condition la 
very critical, but the physicians ex- 
press the belief that he will recover. 


The stroke came this forenoon while 


the judge waa sitting on the bench, ap- 
parently in good health. The case of 
Curtis against the town of Sheffield 
was on.

WORKERS AND DRONES.

have a well formed brood nest 


Comb building ceases at the winding up 


of the honey flow at any season of the 
year. 


If bees can gather, honey during the fall 


months, usually the brood nest will be 
well formed. 


To have bees do well In winter they 


should be kept very quiet, with no dis- 
turbance whatever. 


If bees are wintered hi the cellar, they 


must be kept quiet throughout and in ot- 
ter darkness all the time. 


Bees that are wintered in chaff hives 


may have the entrances to the hives 
closed entirely during cold weather. 


Nothing will advance the progress of 


the apiary iq well as a supply of empty 
combs. With good care they will last in- 
definitely. 


Empty combs that are not in the hives 


and protected by the bees are in danger 
of being destroyed by moth worms. Fu- 
migating with sulphur Is the best means 
of ridding them of m«th.—St Louis Be- 
oublie.

Beautiful Clouds instead of Meteors 


Those who have watched the sky for 


the last few nights for meteors have 
been disappointed, not over half 
a 


dozen being observed in all western 
Ms-ssachiisptts last night, 


Th^re has been a reward for gazes 


heavenv ard, however, in the unusual 
beauty of the cloud effects. This has 
been noticed for the past two nights 
and early mornings, but last evening 
there was something that far exceeded 
anything seen locally for a long time. 
The entire sky was covered with a 
layer of thin, white clouds, through 
which the moon 
shone brilliantly 


enough to make the clouds seem of 
tissue paper thickness. 
The clouds 


were in fleecy squares, like small bun- 
dles of cotton, and were arranged in 
the form and with all the regularity of 
an alligator skin design. This lasted 
for over an hour, and then the squares 
gradually grew larger and lost their 
form. During that time ev«ry one who 
was out of doors had eyes only for the 
heavens, its being, as one unpoetic per- 
son expressed it, the most virulent case 
of "rubberneck" that the city had been 
afflicted with for some time. 


MAY 60 TO SUPREME 60URT 


Buckley Caw Against Hunter Machine 
Company. A Schoolbty's Suit on Trial 


It la possible that the cue of Pat- 


rick Buckley agaJnat the Hunter ma- 
chine company, the verdict in which 
waa reported in thia paper yesterday, 
will go to the supreme court on legal 
exceptions. The verdict waa against 
Mr. Buckley. In the first count, in 
which he was given the nominal dam- 
ages, of n, he claimed a right of way 
on the west side of Pearl street, by ad- 
verse use for 20 yeara. On this the 
company has placed a part of its new 
barn and carriage ebed and erected a 
fence the rest of the diatane*. To have 
the obstruction removed will require 
another action. On the second count, 
which affects the south boundary line 
of the Hunter machine company and 
the north ime as claimed by Buckley, 
who contended that the new buildings 
were upon his land about a foot, the 
jury found for the defendant by ad- 
verse possession. 


In the case of Mary E. 
Parker 


against the Farmers' insurance com- 
pany, the argument for V161 Plaintiff 
was made at the opening of yesterday's 
session, and Judge Dewey charged the 
jury. The jury were out but a short 
time when they returned a verdict of 
$784 in each case, being the full amount 
of the insurance of $1500 and interest 
after 60 days from filing the proofs of 
loss. The case goes to the supreme 
court on snme interesting law ques- 
tions. 


An unusual suit waa begun, yesterday 


in the case of Irving M. Curtis of 
Sheffield against the town of Sheffield. 
This action, which ia against the town 
for damages which he claims to have 
sustained by being expelled from one 
of the public schools has been pending 
for about three years. The case is 
being conducted on the part of the 
plaintiff by his father, Edward W. 
Curtis, who has figured more or less 
in the superior court for the last few 
years, conducting his own cases, al- 
though he has never been admitted to 
the bar. 


The first witness was the plaintiff, 


who testified that he was 17 years old, 
had lived in the town, of Sheffield for 
a number of years, although, not born 
in that town. He first attended a 
small school which is situated about 
a quarter x>f a mile nearer the home of 
his father than tHe grammar school, 
from which he claims he was expelled 
without just cause. The plaintiff, ac- 
cording to his own testimony, had al- 
ways obeyed hia teacher and closely 
applied himself to hia studies. He was 
a member of the highest class in that 
school, and desired after acquiring all 
the knowledge open to him, there, to at- 
tend the grammar school. He testified 
that shortly after he entered he gram- 
mar school hia troubles commenced, 
that the teacher acting upon the in- 
struction of the school committee of 
the town told him Chat he would have 
to leare the school. That she was aor- 
ry for him but ahe^jpuld not teach him 
or instruct hrmrin- any way adversely 
to the tostructilons, given her by the 
committee. 


He, however, continued to present 


himself at the school and upon the' 
school teacher's remonstrance he told 
her that his father told him to attend 
and that the teacher then asked him, 
"Who was running the school, she or 
his father?"

The plaintiff testified that she under- 


took to remove him, but that she 
wasn't quite big "enough, and that upon 
her failure to remove him she closed 
the school for the day. On the next 


. day of schooihe was on hand again and 
shortly after the^ morning exercises the 
school 'committee; g~ accompani'ed 
by 


Sheriff Coffee of ~Aejhiey Falls, visltel 
the school and ordered him out 
After 


the committee's departure he returned 
but he was not called upon to recite 
any of his lessons. 


Shortly afterward he was arrested 


by- Sheriff Douglas of Great Barring- 
uon caarsed with obstructing the 
school. He was asked to promise that 
he would desist from his efforts but re- 
fused,* and waa ther. fined $5 in the 
district court, from which, he appealed. 
Afterwards ho TV^nt to the school but 
received no instruction and finally af- 
ter being threatened with imprison- 
ment he left the school and has not at- 
tended it since. 


MANY NEW LIBRARY BOOKS 


Ovtr 600 Added Within a Month, Booki 


on Transvaal QuNtton 


An unusually large number of new 


books has been added to the public li- 
brary this fall, about $00 having been 
ordered and received within the last 
month or so. This large addition has 
provided the library with many classi- 
fied books of which it was in need, and 
has also served to place on the shelves 
some of the best of the recent fiction. 


Some of the books have been to re- 


place worn out fiction, but between 80 
and 100 volumes have been new fiction 
which will be appreciated by the library 
patrons. The rest of the new books 
have been in the classified departments, 
such as history, science, etc. For the 
most part they are the newer books on 
these subjects, but the list includes a 
number of the standard books of which 
the library was in need. 


In addition to the new books added, 


there is much more in the library than 
is generally appreciated to interest 
those who are following current events, 
and wish to have authoritive books of 
reference on the subjects that are 
prominent today. Several recent addi- 
tions with what the library had before 
has given a fairly complete reference 
list in connection with the war in the 
Transvaal and the whole South Afri- 
can problem. 


Perhaps the best of these is one of 


the new books, "Oom Paul's people," 
by Hillegas. Of special value also are 
"White man's Africa," by Bigelow, and 
Johnston's "History of the colonization 
of Africa by alien races." Other books 
that treat broadly of the subject are 
"Europe in Africa in the 19th century," 
Sanderson's "Africa in the 19th cen- 
tury," Brown's "On the South African 
frontier," Bryce's 
"Impressions of 


South Africa," Stanley's "Africa, its 
partition and future," and the two en- 
titled "South Africa," by Teal and 
Warsfold. 


Besides the books on the subject, 


some of the most timely information is 
to be found in the recent magazine ar- 
ticles which are on file in the library 
which deal with the particular phases 
of the present struggle. Most of these 
are in the recent magazines, like "The 
war in South Africa; case for the Brit- 
ish and for the Boers," in the Outlook 
for October 21, and "Vindication of the 
Boers," in the North American review 
for July. A large number of articles of 
equal value can be easily found by con- 
sulting Poole's index, which is on file 
at the library. 


History of Springfield Diocese 


Herald to Move to Bank Street 


It is now expected that the Evening 


Herald office will be moved as soon as 
possible from its former location in the 
rear of the Hoosac bank building, 
which was damaged by fire last Sun- 
day, to Bank street The Herald will 
take the first floor and basement of the 
third store in the new Robinson block, 
setting the press and stereotyping de- 
partments in the basement, with the 
office and editorial rooms and compos- 
ing room on the first floor. 


The lease has not been signed yet, 


but will be in a short time, and will be 
for 10 years with privilege of renewal. 
This removal was considered at the 
time the Bank street block was builte 
but the change was given up until the 
fire made it easier in view of the fact 
that a new press will have to be set up 
in any case. 


The insurance on the loss has not yet

Was First to Make Wood Pulp 


Fritz 'Wurtzbach, who has resigned 


as superintendent of the Smith paper 
company's pulp mill at Lee, was the 
man who made the first wood pulp in 
America. He came from Germany to 
Curtisville in 1866 to work for Alberto 
Pagentecher, well known in the paper-' 
making world, and the first-sheet of 
wood pulp was made March 6, 1867. On 
March 8, two days later, this product 
was made into paper at the Smith 
paper company's Columbian mill.

Rev. J. J. McCoy of the church of the 


Holy Name at Chicopee, has just com- 
pleted a history of the diocese of 
Springfield, on which, he has been occu- 
pied since last May. It will appear from 
the press next week. The book is in 
two parts, the first of which, deals with 
the history of Catholicism, in Western 
Massachusetts from the early '30's 
down to the present, in exhaustive de- 
tail. A comprehensive article is de- 
voted to each parish, and is illustrated 
by pictures of both churches and pas- 
tor. 


The second part is fittingly called the 


general narrative portion of the book, 
and is divided into three long chapters. 
The first of these treats of the early 
history of Catholicism- in 
the new 


world, and more especially in New 
England. It alsd traces Contempo- 
rary development of the various par- 
ishes. The second chapter tells of 
P. T. O'Reilly's regime and the period 
of the building of churches and schools. 
It traces the growth of the churches 
under his control, and the work of re- 
ligious education down to the more re- 
cent appointment of Bishop T. D. Bea- 
ven. 


The third chapter may be said to 


cover' the institutional period, giving 
as it does the origin, growth and de- 
velopment of charities and charitable 
orders up to the present, and telling 
of the springing- up of the hospitals and 
other semi-public establishments. The 
book will contain about 300 pages*. 


Great Scarcity ot Woodcock 


Pittsfleld hunters claim that wood- 


cock are very scarce this fall. Par- 
tridge are very plentiful, and never in 
finer condition than mow and they pre- 
dict that, with a dry spring, next fall 
there will be the largest number of 
birds and the finest shooting that the 
sportsmen have ever had in Berkshire 
county. 


While the shooting this season is 


much better than it has been for a 
number of years, still there is a not- 
able scarcity of woodcock, says the 
Pittsfleld Journal. The old spots where 
huntsmen could always count on a 
flight of birds and never before known 
it to fail, fail to repay a visit this year. 
In some instances they did not riase a 
bird nor were therp any indications of 
any birds there this season, and in 
others not more than one or two birds 
were found, where for years the loca- 
tion has been noted as the best wood- 
cock ground in the county, and it was 
only a matter of a visit to raise a half 
dozea,
